On a decidely chilly night of 
December 17th 1987 the faithful, 
the curious and the amazed gathered 
for one of the biggest punk events 
since the glory days of 1977. For 
this was when the STIFF LITTLE 
FINGERS “Go For It Again” 
reunion tour hit the capital. No one 
expected this tour to be the success 
it was, least of all the band, who 
originally did it “just for a beer and 
a laugh”. The whole tour in the end 
was a complete sell out and the 
promotor claimed he could have 
sold the London gig three or four 
times over...Not for a band in a 
musical area we are continually being 
told is old hat and dead. 

ASLAN the support band were 
reportedly given the slot as part of 
S.L.F.’s continuing policy of helping 
new Irish bands. Remember when 
U2 used to support them? I wonder 
whether now that U2 are so big in 
the USA if they’ll return the compli¬ 
ment? Unfortunatly, Aslan were 
not the right act for the slot but 
good luck anyway. 

By the time “Go For It” was played 
over the PA, the crowd were acting 
as if the band were already on stage. 
The intro of “DAMBUSTERS” 
led to the unusual but highly 
effective use of “ALTERNATIVE 
ULSTER” as the opening song. 

Song after song or should that be hit 
after hit followed and a surprised 
SLF looked out into the packed and 


jubilant National Ballroom. What 
amazed the band even more was that 
it seemed that every person in the 
hall not only knew the words but 
sung them at full volume as well. 
Early highlights included “SILVER 
LINING” “WAIT AND SEE” and 
of course “NOBODYS HEROES” 
which if anything sounded better 
live (or is that with age!). “GOTTA 
GETTAWAY” received the greatest 
audience participation and after 
sixty minutes of music the set 
climaxed with the ever brilliant 
“TIN SOLDIERS”. 

Encores can often be false and un¬ 
real but if you wanted the real spon¬ 
taneous thing then here it was as 
the group donned “SLF” baseball 
caps and blasted their way through 
“NO SLEEP TILL BELFAST” 
which carefully led into “SUSPECT 
DEVICE” and sadly the end. Well 
not exactly as the band performed 
their much loved version of 
“JOHNNY WAS” to end one of the 
most remarkable gigs in years and 
as one wag said afterwards, “ It may 
not be art but it was history!” 

Very true and also an indication 
that the days of the 80’s pop-pap are 
coming to an end. I leave the last 
words to JAKE BURNS, “For 
the last five years a lot of import¬ 
ant, interesting things have happened 

.like Bananarama!!!!” Say no 

more chief!
